to us, damaging our; industries and 
'agriculture. ,.«» 

English-speaking people of the 
Empire have ties of race and outlook, 
far stronger than chance ties of geo¬ 
graphical neighborhood. Yet in spite 
of these ties, we have no adequate 
economic unity to secure us our fair 
share of world prosperity. 

There is a world tendency toward 
grouping of interests and nations. 
The United States with its fifty-two 
units, is tlie most powerful of nations 
due to the complete freedom of trade 
within its frontiers, and the ample 
protection against foreign interfer¬ 
ence. - j. 

If the British Empire, were welded 
into a similar economic group with 
its greater resources, and larger area 
and added to that a unison of inter¬

Wasteage Amounts to 

Daily, Declares Professor Lang 

Each million cubic feet of gas 
wasted in Turner Valley constitutes 
a loss -of $1,400,000 worth of helium 
gas, according to Professor K.J. Lang 
of the department of physics of the 
University of Alberta, in a letter to 
the Lethbridge Herald. At the pfes- 
ent time, the wastage of natural gas 
in Turner Valley is approximately 
250,000,000 cubic feet. 

> “If we take .02 per cent, as a con¬ 
servative estimate of the average 
helium, content of the gas in' Turner 
Valley, then every million cubic feet 
of gas wasted contains 2,000 cubic 
feet of helium,’’ Professor Lang 
states. * / 

“It happens that at the*’present 
time a small amount of helium gas.is 
being used at the university for ex¬ 
perimental work, which costs $25 a 
litre (roughly a quart), measured in 
the gaseous form and at atmospheric 
pressure.

INDIAN INDUSTRY 


According to recent reports of the 
Department of Indian Affairs the In¬ 
dians in* 1 Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta hav e under cultivation 
105,000 acres of land, having increas¬ 
ed their total during the past sum¬ 
mer by breaking 6,000 acres of new 
land and summer-fallowing * 33,000 
acres. The major part of this large 
acreage is sown'Ho grain. The cattle 
herds now number 22,500 head, which 
includes an increase this year of ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 calves. During 
1928 the Indians sold beef cattle to 
the value of approximately $184,000 
and in addition they provided beef 
.or their own requirements valued at 
. 0 , 000 . 

The high standard of the Indians’ 
herds is shoWn" in the success of en¬ 
tries made at feeder and stocker 
shows during the summer and au¬ 
tumn of 1928.

DRILLING ON E P 

Sylvan Beauty of Royal Ranch will 
be Marred by Oil Derricks 

Despite the fact that by ruling of 
the Dominion government no person 
can file for oil and natural gas rights 
on the Prince of Wales’ ranch at 
High River, a well is to be drilled on 
the royal ranch this spring, according 
to an announcement made by J. H. 
Dapper of Calgary, Wednesday 
morning. , 

Mr. Dapper said .that George' W. 
Gates of Winnipeg had filed the nat¬ 
ural gas and oil rights on legal sub¬ 
divisions 13 and 14, on section 1, 
township 1, range 3, located within 
the ranch limits, before the land was 
secured for the Prince of Wales. 

These Natural gas and oil rights 
were secured by Mr. Dapper and a 
sale has just been‘completed whereby 
they have been transferred to the 
Stonewall Oil Company for develop¬ 
ment this spring. Mr. Dapper an¬ 
nounced that the consideration was 
$26,000 for 120 acres. 

Mr. Dapper said that the Prince of 
Wales had been informed of the steps 
taken and there had been no opposi¬ 
tion expressed in regard to develop¬ 
ment of the holdings. In view of ifie 
fact that the oil land is located near 
the ranch house, it is understood that 
the leases will be transferred to acre¬ 
age a farther distance away, but still 
on the royal ranch. 

Reports from the Warner well are 
very ’ encouraging. They are down 
1360 feet with considerable showing 
of gas. Drillers expect to have gas 
enough in a few days to supply the 
plant.
